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NHS CHIEF AT 
PUBLIC MEET

A MEETING to discuss the future of a dedicated 
mental health facility in Honiton is set to take place 
on Monday, November 30th. 

As previously reported, services at The Bungalow have 
been suspended since July this year. 

The facility provides specialist dementia care to 
residents from Honiton and the surrounding area. 

Iain Tulley, chief executive of the Devon Partnership 
NHS Trust, has been invited to attend the meeting, which 
will be held in the Senior Citizens’ Centre from 6.30pm. 

Members of the public will be able to put their questions 
to Mr Tulley and express their views during the meeting. 

Honiton town councillor Alf Boom said: “Iain Tulley 
will be addressing a public meeting called by Honiton 
Town Council to hear about the plans for people with 
dementia and Alzheimer’s on Monday, November 30th. 

“This meeting will give everyone who is concerned 
about the closure of The Bungalow the chance to give their 
views to Mr Tulley who is the chief executive officer for 
the partnership trust, the part of the NHS who provides for 
people with a mental illness and learning disabilities.” 

The Northcote Lane Residents Association is also 
calling for the service to be re-opened. 

Ken Sherman, chairman of the association, said: 
“Everyone is for any group that is opposing the 
unwarranted and unnecessary closure of The Bungalow 
services. These services are very much needed and very 
much appreciated.” 

The decision to suspend the services at The Bungalow 
has been widely criticised by town councillors, Honiton 
based GPs, families of patients with dementia and the 
Honiton Hospital league of friends. 

During a recent town council meeting concerns were 
raised that The Bungalow could be closed permanently. 

However, this has since been denied by John Rom, the 
trust’s director of policy and partnerships. 

Mr Rom said The Bungalow is likely to re-open in the 
New Year but he couldn’t give an exact timescale.

Fire escape for pet baby tortoise survives blaze

A FAMILY pet had a lucky escape after 
a flat blaze in Honiton. 

Firefigthers were called to the property in 
the Whitebridges area of the town in the 
early hours on the morning of Wednesday, 
November 18th. 

A baby tortoise was sound asleep at the 


back of the home when the fire broke out just 
after 3.30am. 

The sounding of the fire alarm alerted the 
owners to the potential disaster and they 
quickly got in touch with the fire and rescue 
service. 

The blaze is believed to have been started 
by discarded newspapers left in the front 
room of the flat. 

A spokesman for the Devon and Somerset 


Fire and Rescue Service added: “Two 
appliances from Honiton were sent to a 
report of a flat on fire in Whitebridges. 

“The fire was in the lounge of a ground 
floor flat involving a lamp and a pile of 
newspapers. 

“Crews used breathing apparatus and one 
hose reel jet to put the fire out. 

“One baby tortoise was rescued by fire 
service personnel.”

‘Stringent’ test 
failed by beach

THE water at Seaton’s beach 
passed one quality test but failed 
a more stringent one, the 
Envirnment Agency (EA) has 
revealed. 

The EA monitors bathing water 
quality at 495 bathing water sites in 
England and Wales by taking 20 
samples at every site during the 
bathing season (May to September). If 
a site submits two or more samples 
that exceed a set level, it fails. 

Seaton passed what is known as the 
mandatory standards test but failed 
the guideline standards test. 

An EA spokesperson explained: 
“The quality of bathing water is 
assessed by comparing the results of 


analysis against the standards in the 
European Bathing Waters Directive. 

“The main standards are 
microbiological parameters which 
indicate the presence of faecal 
pollution from either human or animal 
sources. 

“There are two sets of standards: the 
mandatory standards that must be met 
and the guideline standards. 

“The guideline standards are 20 
times more stringent than the 
mandatory standards.” 

When asked what the reason was for 
Seaton failing the guideline standards 
test, the EA spokesperson said: “It 
was a heavy rain event that caused 
diffuse run off into the river systems 
and several beaches were affected. 

“Seaton in particular was affected 
by the River Axe.” 


In England and Wales, 98.6 per cent 
of bathing waters passed the 
mandatory standards test this year — 
and 82.2 per cent met the more 
stringent guideline standards test. 

The EA spokesperson also said: 
“The Environment Agency is working 
hard to further improve bathing water 
quality which faces pressures from a 
variety of sources including run off 
from farmland and urban areas and 
storm overflows from sewers. 

“In addition, cutting-edge 
technology is assisting in tracing the 
source of faecal and sewage pollution, 
whether it is runoff from agricultural 
land or from a sewage outlet pipe. 

“This DNA-based technique is 
currently being used at numerous 
bathing water sites around the 
country.”

AN international holiday 
company that a Seaton man was 
travelling with when he suffered 
injuries has lost a court battle 
and will now have to pay out 
thousands of pounds worth of 
compensation. 

The excursion was provided by 
Crystal/TUI UK Ltd, a partner of 
Thomson Holidays. 

Ron Nethersole, of Seaton Down 
Road, was getting ready to enjoy a 
skiing holiday in the resort of 
Borovets when the accident happened 
in January 2005. 

The coach he and 23 other British 
passengers were travelling in left the 
road, drove down a bank and 
overturned. 

Several passengers received minor 
injuries and at least two people were 
taken to hospital as a result of the 
accident. 

Mr Nethersole said: “We were 
diverted to a different airport because 
of bad weather and this is when we 
met the coach. There was no rep on 
board and it was a catalogue of 
disasters from the start. 

“We stopped at services and the 
coach driver wasn’t counting people 
on and off. 

“When we set off again someone 
realised that we had left two people 
behind and we had to do a u-tum to 
go and pick them up and this is when 
the accident happened. 

“We managed to scramble to safety 
and got back to the services. It was 
snowing and cold and we had to wait 
six hours for another coach to pick us 
up. 

“I received mainly muscle injuries 
but my ex-partner suffered chest and 
leg injuries. There were no seat belts 
on the coach either.” 

Originally the holiday company 
denied liability and claimed the 
accident was caused by a strong gust 
of wind that blew the coach off the 
road. 


However, following a three day trial 
at Birmingham County Court at the 
beginning of November, they were 
forced to accept liability. 

Mr Nethersole added: “I am 
relieved that this is all over and that 
there has been a successful outcome. 
I, and the other passengers on the 
coach, have had to wait almost five 
years for answers and it is such a 
relief to know now that the driver was 
to blame for this accident. 

“I can’t believe the case dragged on 
for almost five years but I am glad the 


judge ruled in our favour.” 

Marion Telsnig, of TUI Ski, said the 
company was disappointed with the 
outcome. 

She said: “TUI Ski is disappointed 
with the outcome of the court case, as 
the company has always maintained 
that the accident happened due to 
severe weather conditions at the time. 

“Safety has and always will be TUI 
Ski’s number one priority. Nearly 
400,000 people holiday with the 
company annually and we recognise 
that accidents can and will happen. 


therefore particular importance is 
placed on the health and safety of all 
our customers. 

“Finally, TUI Ski recognises that 
the last four years have been 
distressing for all who were involved 
in the crash, and we are sorry that this 
accident happened.” 

Philip Banks, a travel law specialist 
with Irwin Mitchell solicitors in 
Birmingham, worked on the case on 
behalf of Mr Nethersole. 

Mr Banks said: “I am extremely 
pleased that the judge found in favour 


of our clients on the basis that he 
considered the accident to have been 
caused by driver error. 

“It is remarkable that the tour 
operator denied liability throughout 
and, despite our requests, refused to 
negotiate settlements for our clients 
before the trial. 

“If they had done so this case could 
have been resolved years ago, giving 
our clients the damages they deserve 
and substantially reducing the legal 
costs, which the defendants have also 
been ordered to pay by the judge.”

A DETECTIVE constable based in Honiton has 
been commended for his “resilience, dedication and 
professionalism” when investigating a crime spree 
in Seaton. 

Devon and Cornwall Constabulary staged an award 
ceremony in Totnes recently, and one of those praised was 
DC Steven Harrison. 

He received a Chief Constable’s Commendation for not 
taking no for an answer and keeping at it until he got the 
breakthrough he needed. 

A constabulary spokesperson explained: “In February 
2009, two prolific offenders set upon a crime spree in 
Seaton that resulted in a series of dwelling burglaries and 
significantly impacted upon the well-being and safety of 
the local community. 

“DC Steven Harrison was the officer in the case. 
Following the arrest of one offender from forensic 
evidence, more than 100 exhibits were collected from 
several premises. 

“It was only through DC Harrison’s initiative, diligent 
enquiries and perseverance that he was able to positively 
identify items stolen from a series of burglaries despite the 
fact that none of the property was readily identifiable by 
serial numbers or unique appearance. 

“Undeterred by the suspects’ continued denials, his 
detailed and professional questioning eventually resulted 
in one of the suspects pleading guilty to nine counts of 
dwelling burglary and the other receiving 10 years’ 
imprisonment for his involvement. 

“DC Harrison’s commitment was evidenced further by 
his exceptional presentation of evidence in the court file 
which drew high praise from the Crown Prosecution 
Service. 

“For his resilience, dedication and professionalism, the 
Chief Constable has pleasure in awarding DC Steven

Closure is

EDITOR — The closure of the 
Bungalow in Honiton which gives 
medical help to people with 
dementia and those who suffer from 
Alzheimer’s disease has caused 
patients and their carers considerable 
worry and inconvenience and the 
“knock on” effect of the closure is 
giving equal distress to doctors, 
nurses and other national health staff. 

Our local GPs are very worried — 
for patients with a mental illness 
taking up beds in Ottery and Honiton 
Community Hospitals is just not 
right. Nurses at these hospitals 
should not be expected to work with 
patients who because of their 
medical condition can have very 
aggressive behaviour. You report that 
the Bungalow will reopen in the 
Spring and I have been informed by 
Ian Tulley, the Chief Executive 
Officer of the Devon Partnership 
Trust at a meeting that I and Dr. 
David Rampersad, Heather 
Penwarden and Vernon Whitlock had 
with him on 3rd November, 2009 that 
the Bungalow will be for patients 
with “acute” conditions. Of course 
we want it re-opened but we want a 
great deal more information not 
simply being told that it is for acute 
patients. Who is going to staff the 
unit, how many patients will it take, 
will it have day care facilities, and 
what about respite care so needed to 
help carers? And even now we need 
to know about consultation with the 
community. Honiton Town Council 
has invited Mr Tulley to meet with 
councillors and every one in the 
community who have an interest in 
the facilities for mentally ill people. 
I do hope that you will give 
maximum publicity to this meeting 
as soon as the date is known.

Birds in the 
wake of gales 


THE strong westerly gales which have recently 
assaulted us have, as expected, brought in their 
wake a variety of birds, including two whooper 
swans, immature spoonbills, eiders and a little 
gull, while wigeon now number well over 400 on 
the Axe estuary. 

Other notable visitors have been several black 
redstarts in the Seaton area and a firecrest which has 
been twice trapped for ringing. If you’d like further 
information on the bird scene then the 2008 Axe 
Estuary and Seaton Bay Bird Report is now available. It 
features an account of all the birds seen last year, a 
review of the year, maps and nature reserve news. The 
report is available from Archway Books in Axminster 
or the Axminster and Seaton Tourist Information centre 
at £8.00. It can also be obtained by post from EDDC 
Countryside Service, Knowle, Sidmouth EX 10 8HL at 
£8.00 plus £1.00 postage. 

I hear that Devon Wildlife Trust is seeking volunteers 
in the Blackdown Hills AONB to help with practical 
conservation work on three of its reserves. Assistance is 
needed at Lickham Common, Ashculm Turbary and 
The Rough. Currently there are very few volunteers for 
conservation work in the Blackdown Hills and the call 
for help follows the arrival of two Exmoor ponies on 
Lickham Common. The ponies have settled in well, but 
manpower is needed to clear some of the trees and 
scrub that are encroaching on the open areas. So, if you 
feel you can help, call DWT on 01392 279244. 

After lying hidden for years, a dewpond has been 
found at Langton Matravers near Swanage as a result of 
the Purbeck Ponds Project. The ancient dewpond was 
discovered buried under a thicket of bushes in a corner 
of a field and it took volunteers two days to uncover not 
only the stone-lined pond complete with natural spring, 
but also live ammunition which was removed by the 
police! Recent rains have now filled the pond and 
restored it to life. The Purbeck ponds are renowned for 
their wildlife, especially the rare great crested newt, and 
they are also host to nearly all the British dragonflies. 
The pond survey has proved very successful and will 
help to safeguard one of this country’s most important 
regions for pond biodiversity. 

Meanwhile, with Christmas fast approaching with its 
inevitable present problems, Dorset Wildlife Trust 
suggests simple solution ... adopt a dormouse and/or red 
squirrel as an attractive gift that really helps 
conservation. There are around 200 red squirrels still 
thriving on Brownsea Island and dormice are gradually 
recovering, especially here in the West Country, but 
help is still needed to ensure a future for these animals. 

For £15 a year you can help protect a dormouse or red 
squirrel and will receive an adoption certificate, fact 
sheets, and photograph of the animal, as well as a 
Beatrix Potter Squirrel Nutkin book if you adopt a red 
squirrel. The red squirrel scheme is sponsored by John 
Lewis Partnership and the dormouse scheme by JP 
Morgan, a corporate member of the DWT. So, if you’d 
like to learn more about the adoption scheme call Elaine 
King on 01305 264620. 

I hate to blow my own trumpet, but next Friday, 
November 27th, I’ll be at Gittisham Village Hall for an 
informal evening’s talk. I’m not quite sure yet what I’ll 
be burbling about but some aspects may surprise the 
audience!

Do come along as I’d like to meet my 
readers. 

I hear from Ian Waite that there will be a talk on 
December 3rd at Kilmington Village Hall on falconry at 
7.30pm. The title is What is Falconry and What Do 
Falconers Do? It is a presentation by Yarak Birds of 
Prey, organised by Devon Wildlife Trust and Axe Vale 
Conservation Society.

The Council administration has now moved into the Guildhall 
indeed a resident from a Devon market town, not too far from 
Chard, remarked that Chard was very lucky to have such a 
wonderful civic building and how they wished their town had 
been so lucky with such an outstanding example of architecture 
as Chard's Guildhall Positive comments, unfortunately, hardly 
ever get reported so I think it is important to use this space to 
relay them to you. 

Once again, the stunning displays of flowers throughout the 
town impressed the judges in the South West in Bloom 
competition and earned us a Silver Gilt award. This result was 
only achieved by the dedicated hard work of the Council's Amenities team supported by 
the loyal group of volunteers from Chard in Bloom.

At this time of year the Council's attention turns towards setting the Budget for the year 
starting 1st April 2010. Actually, the process starts in June but at this time each 
Committee is looking at the spending needs and revenue earning possibilities of 
every aspect of the Council's operation. The current economic situation does not help and 
there is a natural desire to suppress spending right across the board, but try as we may, 
some costs inevitably rise. 

We all know how energy costs have risen in the last year in common with all the utilities. 
Our challenge is to make savings in other areas, without affecting the quality of the 
service provided and to cushion the increases in those areas we have no control over. I 
would like to remind everyone that the Precept, the amount our expenditure exceeds 
our income, is collected through the Domestic Council Tax. The Town Council gets 
nothing at all from the Business Rates which go straight to Central Government.

Brean and Crealy Leisure Parks. Hopefully we will continue to be able to offer this 
valuable service again next year. You can also purchase discount tickets for West 
Somerset Railways, which gives the added advantage of there being no need to queue for 
tickets on your selected day of travel. 

Chard Tourist Information Centre are also ticket agents for The Brewhouse Theatre, 
Princess Theatre Torquay and The Pavilion/Winter Gardens Western-Super-Mare and also 
for Berry's Coaches, for their Day Tours, Superfast ( London) and their holidays. 

In addition to the full service the Centre offers we can organise accommodation for our 
visitors, through the 'Book a Bed Ahead' scheme, and we have just started to sell the 
Western Gazette newspaper. We also hold various free papers including 'View from 
Chard', 'Marshwood Vale' and 'Suited and Booted'.

Household Waste 
Recycling Centre Update 

Works to complete Somerset Waste Partnership's new 
Household Waste Recycling Centre in Beeching Close are 
in the final stages. Mains water supply and electricity 
connections are being made and tested, while contractor 
Dyer & Butler withdraws the last pieces of construction 

equipment. _ 

The new site is a major improvement for Chard's recyclers, with canopies offering protection from 
bad weather and a one-way traffic route, giving better access to the containers and cutting down 
queues. The site also has more space for more materials. An actual opening date has not yet been 
set. The site has to have a licence permit from the Environment Agency before it is allowed to 
receive waste. 

"We knew there was a long lead-in time for an Environmental Permit to be approved but due to a 
combination of circumstances outside of our control we were not able to submit our application 
until well into the build process. With such a complex site it was never going to be an entirely 
straightforward project. The important thing is that massive progress has been made and we're all 
working together to create what will be a first class facility for Chard." noted Somerset Waste 
Partnership's Project Engineer Rob Kidson. As well as the recycling centre, the scheme has also 
provided some serviced plots for light industrial units. These are already attracting several 
enquiries from prospective buyers which augers well for the future. 

Approximately half of the original sewage works site has been restored for use as public open 
space. Landscaping plans are being finalised for tree and shrub planting during this season. The 
open space features an off-road cycleway that will link Henson Park, Beeching Close and Touches 
Lane. Somerset Waste Partnership is in discussions with Persimmon Homes and the Highway 
Authority to help complete the route across land owned by Chard Town Council at Henson Park.

MOZART REQUIEM - MYSTERIOUS MASTERPIECE 

SEATON Choral Society’s concert on Sunday, December 6th in St Andrew’s Church Colyton 
is surrounded by musical mysteries. It will begin with a performance of a very attractive but 
quite unfamiliar Christmas Mass by a shadowy figure called “Albert des Anges”. Little is 
known about this French (or possibly Belgian) priest; we do not why his only other bequest 
to musical posterity was a book of 840 organ tunes, nor how he got his description “des 
Anges”. Perhaps it was because the music of this little mass is so full of delights, with various 
Christmas carol tunes skilfully woven into its structure. The society is lucky to have the fine 
organist Nicholas Brown to accompany this piece. 

Mystery also surrounds the main work, Mozart’s incomparable “Requiem”. Just a few 
weeks before his death in 1791 at the age of thirty-five, Mozart received an anonymous com¬ 
mission for a Requiem Mass. The patron was an aristocrat whose wife had died in February 
that year. He wished to be regarded as a major composer and saw this as an opportunity to 
pass off the Requiem as his own. On several occasions he arrived unannounced at the com¬ 
poser’s house. These mysterious visitations had an unsettling effect on the superstitious 
Mozart, who was already terminally ill, and he died with the Requiem still unfinished. For¬ 
tunately for us, Franz Sussmayr, one of Mozart’s most able pupils, was persuaded by the 
composer’s widow to complete the remaining movements, which contain magnificent music, 
both by Mozart and Sussmayr. It seems that the slippery Count did not, in the end, succeed 
in his machinations! 

The soloists for the Requiem will be Josie Walledge, soprano (better known to some as 
Josie Carpenter, and remembered for her fine performance in the Rutter Requiem in December 
2007), Margaret Thomson, contralto, Leslie Baker tenor, and David Fouracre, bass. Frances 
Waters will take on the very challenging task of playing the orchestral part on the piano, and 
Leslie Baker will conduct when not moonlighting on the tenor part!

I AM flood advice for drivers 


WITH more flooding predicted, 
the I AM (Institute of Advanced 
Motorists) has today (18 No¬ 
vember) issued advice to driv¬ 


ers. 

1AM Chief Examiner Peter Rodger 
said: "If the journey is unavoidable, 
motorists should take extra precau¬ 


tions when dealing with severe sur¬ 
face conditions. Torrential rain 
brings with it visibility problems as 
the car mists up in seconds." 


Advice for motorists considering driving in flood conditions: 


• Don't go in if the water’s obviously too deep or flowing too quickly: consider an alternative route. 

• If you have to drive through water try to drive in the highest section of the road and don't set off if a vehicle 
is travelling in the opposite direction. Leave time and space for each other, so you don't swamp other 
drivers. 

• Drive only fast enough to create a small bow wave in front of the vehicle - driving at speed may be 
dangerous to other vehicles or pedestrians. 

• Keep going once you have started - make sure you have a clear run, put the car into first gear, keep the 
revs high and set off. Don't go in if you can't see a way out on the other side. 

• Do not take your foot even slightly off the accelerator, as this will allow water to travel up the exhaust pipe. 

• As you go through the water, slip the clutch if you can. After you come out, dry brakes gently before you 
need them - the best way is to lightly apply the brake as you drive along for a few seconds. 

• At the other side, keep moving and continue to rev the engine to clear any water from the exhaust

Rugby round-up 


ONE seldom feels sorry for the CHARD club for, apart from 
anything else, they do not encourage that sentiment over¬ 
much. I did feel a bit of a pang of sympathy last weekend 
however. 

There was a gap in their league calendar on the 21st 
November and, not having a game, a trip to Twickenham to 
watch the All Blacks was organised. Unfortunately they were 
unable to play their scheduled league fixture of the previous 
week and were advised by the powers-that-be that the game 
should go ahead on the 21st. 

Having duly cancelled their trip, probably a little grumpily, 
they were further advised on Thursday that, owing to the lack 
of a qualified referee, a further postponement was necessary. 
I do not know all the facts appertaining to this chaotic situa¬ 
tion so I cannot apportion blame. I would have loved to have 
been about when the news of the further postponement broke 
however. I would, very probably, have learnt a few new 
expletives. 

Chard were not the only club to suffer from last Saturday’s 
weather, HONITON were due to travel to SOUTH MOLTON 
for a cup round but their opponents were required to take part 
in a postponed league fixture. (I can see a fixture log jam 
looming for the Honiton club). 

Some rugby did take place at Allhallows however, for, with 
the Honiton second side having a blank date, a club side was 
got together and a game arranged against the Cullompton 
second string. 

This game took place in driving rain, gale force winds, and 
on the second of Honiton’s two pitches where there is little 
shelter for spectators, the vast majority of whom sought sanc¬ 
tuary in the clubhouse.

THE Sidmouth side could certainly not be criticised for a 
lack of effort against these well organised opponents. The 
visitors had the advantage of the gale in the first period and, 
after initial exchanges that were, for the most part, even, 
Brixham won a penalty on halfway and kicked the award to 
the corner. 

They won the ensuing lineout and, although their first 
attempt to roll the maul proved abortive, they reset and got 
over for a try that was converted. 

With the wind at their backs, Brixham were doing the lion’s 
share of the attacking, but stout defence held them up until 
the end of the first quarter.

PREVIEW 

THE league programme resumes for both local clubs on 
Saturday next, and the challenges that face them, vary in the 
extreme.
